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* Calvary ~

No pen can adequately describe the 
scene of Calvary, no heart can fully com- 
prehend it. Yet in and through it lies the 
salvation of all mankind. The most law- 
less cry heard in history from human lips 
issued forth on that great and notable 
day. We wish to have the reader trace 
with us some of the events. 

We take a passage found in Mark’s 
gospel, chapter 15, beginning at the 16th 
verse. Christ is here led into the great 
Praetorium. He had just previously been 
scourged and had received the pronounce- 
ment of death. Picture with me this an- 
gry, boisterous, rude and pitiless crowd 
as they glory in abusing the precious 
Son of God. The rabble and cry is “Cru- 
cify Him,” “Crucify Him,” “Away 
with Him,” “Down with this imposter,” 
“This winebibber,” ‘“‘The man who is a 
friend of publicans and sinners.” 

One of the throng rushes outside the 
hall and grabs a vine of thorns which 
grows along the wall, he shapes it into 
a wreath. When this is completed he hur- 
ries back into the hall and Jesus suffers 
the crown of thorns to be placed upon 
His head. Another man in the crowd, 
who has a reed in his hand, steps up be- 
hind Him and smites Him upon the 
head, driving the thorns into His preci- 
ous brow, and as the blood begins to 
trickle down His face a howl of glee goes 
up from the crowd, but not a word es- 
capes the lips of the tortured Christ. Al- 
ready others had spit in His face; one 
plucked the beard from His chin; 
some smote Him with their hands, and 
said, “Prophesy unto us who smote thee.” 
They arrayed Him in a robe of purple, 
bowed their knees and mocked Him, then 
they took the royal robe from Him and 
replaced it with His own. 

Amid jeers and scoffs Christ was ush- 
ered out of the hall by the Roman sol- 
diers, the crowd swarming about Him 
like a hive of angry bees. The cross, which 
was already prepared for its prey, was 
cruelly thrown upon His shoulder. A 
shout rang from the crowd as He 
flinched from the pressure of the wood- 
en cross upon His bruised back and His 
knees failed to hold up under the pres- 
sure. But the soldiers, who were near, 
lost no time in prodding Him to His feet 
at the point of their spears. The cross 
again was lifted to His shoulder and He 
was forced to proceed up the long in- 
cline which led to Golgotha where He 
was to be crucified. The path was stony, 
rough and steep. The stones gashed His 
feet and bruised them, the rabble trod 
on His heels, hissed and mocked. In 
spirit He was strong, but physically 
weak. The furrows, which had been 


plowed across His back by the terrible 
scourge, were bleeding and sore. His 
forehead was bleeding from the terrible 
thorns. His face was lacerated from the 
blows of merciless friends. Even though 
He was weak, sore and lame from the 
treading of those cruel rocks, and though 
He may have sought sympathy, there 
was none forthcoming. All the Jews 
could think about was the death of this 
man who claimed to be their Messiah, this 
man who had laid His hands upon many, 
raised men from the dead, restored sight 
to the blind, healed lepers, unstopped 
deaf ears, stilled the tempest, confounded 
the wise men and was without fault 
among a crooked and perverse generation, 
no guile was found in His mouth, a man 
without reproach. And yet there was no 
sympathy extended to Him who was all 
SYMPATHY! The more He suffered the 
greater they hissed and laughed. “He is 
despised and rejected of men; a man of 
sorrows, and acquainted with grief: and 
we hid as it were our faces from him; he 
was despised, and we esteemed him not,” 
Isa. 53:3. 


He trudges on, the load becoming 
heavier and heavier, and He becomes 
weaker and weaker; His steps are un- 
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steady, He begins to falter, tries to halt 
for a moment, but nay, the rabble surge 
on, forcing Him to continue the best 
He can. But it is soon noticeable that He 
will not be able to reach the top of the 
hill with the load He is carrying. He tries 
His best and though the spirit, no doubt, 
was willing, the flesh was weak. With 
one last effort to reach the top, His 
knees buckle beneath Him and He sinks 
to the ground, the cross falling from His 
shoulders. With an angry cry the mob 
surge about Him. The Roman soldiers, 
although having no sympathy for the 
One they are about to kill, realized the 
futility of further proddings, held back 
the mob and inquired, “Is there not some- 
one here to carry this cross a little far- 
ther?” “Here is one,” cried another sol- 
dier as he grasped a man cruelly by the 
arm as he tried to make off in the 
crowd. This man was Simon the Cyrene. 
Tradition states that this man later ac- 
cepted Christ as his personal Savior and 
became an ardent follower of the lowly 
Nazarene. The cross was placed upon his 
shoulder and he was compelled to carry 
it the rest of the way. Christ was again 
forced to His feet and proceeds up the 
last few steps which inevitably means 
His crucifixion. Two crosses were already 
lying upon the ground and amongst these 
Simon threw down the cross he was car- 
rying. Without any resistance Christ 
suffered Himself to be placed upon the

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The Book

"Search the Scriptures; for in them ye 
think ye have eternal life: and they are 
they which testify of me,” John 5:39. 

“All scripture is given by inspiration 
of God,” 2 Tim. 3:16. 

We learn that the word “Bible” comes 
from the Greek word “Biblos,” which 
means in the English language, “THE 
BOOK.” I am told that the article “a” 
in such as “a city,” “a house,” etc. 
means there are others, 
“the” means only one and that there is 
none other like it. Well, it surely does 
mean that there is only one and no other 
like it when we use the article “the” in 
this instance and say “THE BOOK,” for 
I am sure you never heard of but one 
book called the “Bible.” So we are going 
to say it is the only book that has ever 
been written in any language that is 
worthy of the name “THE BOOK.” 

The following passages we will quote 
from the Bible. We find that the Bible 
has several different names applied to it, 
as in “And take the helmet of salvation, 
and the sword of the Spirit which is the 
word of God,” Eph. 6:17. “For the 
word of God is quick, and powerful, and

sharper than any twoedged sword,” Heb. 
4:12. “Blessed are the undefiled in the 
way, who walk in the law of the Lord,” 
Psa. 119:1. “Much every way: chiefly, 
because that unto them were committed 
the oracles of God,” Rom. 3:2. These 
and many others show the Bible, or the 
divine revelation, as a spoken utterance. 

Our text, together with the passage in 
2 Tim. 3:16, also in Acts 17:11 which 
says, “They received the word with all 
readiness of mind, and searched the 
scriptures daily, whether those things 
were so,” show the Bible as the written 
Word. 

Let’s look at two or three more pas- 
sages. “This book of the law shall not de- 
part out of thy mouth; but thou shalt 
meditate therein day and night, that thou 
mayest observe to do according to all 
that is written therein,” Josh. 1:8. ‘So 
they read in the book in the law of God 
distinctly, and gave the sense, and caused 
them to understand the reading,” Neh. 8: 
8. “And it shall be, when he sitteth upon 
the throne of his kingdom, that he shall 
write him a copy of this law in a book 
out of that which is before the priests the

The Fifth Seal 


‘And when he had opened the fifth 
seal, I saw under the altar the souls of 
them that were slain for the word of 
God, and for the testimony which they 
held: And they cried with a loud voice, 
saying, How long, O Lord, holy and 
true, dost thou not judge and avenge our 
blood on them that dwell on the earth? 
And white robes were given unto every 
one of them; and it was said unto them, 
that they should rest yet for a little sea- 
son, until their fellow servants also and 
their brethren, that should be killed as 
they were, should be fulfilled,” Rev. 6: 
9-11. 


The brethren referred to here are the 
Jews and the fellow servants are Gen- 
tiles. This shows that both Jews and 
Gentiles will take a stand for the truth 
and will be slain. 

These souls under the altar are those 
who will be killed by the sword and by 
famine and by disease during the tribula- 
tion week. Power will be given to this 
pale horse and his rider over the fourth 
part of the earth, and this is the first 
crowd that will be slain after the awful 
tribulation—by’ the sword, famine, 
noisome beasts and pestilences. Ezek. 6:° 
11; 14:21. The continuation of war and 
the destruction of the inhabitants will 
still be in force and God will send His 
four sore judgments upon the earth. The 
staff of bread will be broken and there 
will be a famine in the land. The beasts 
that will be cut off from their prey will 
become so hungry until they will roam 
through the country and devour many 
people. 

Doubtless this crowd of martyrs under 
the altar are represented by the foolish 
virgins who were not ready when the 
bridegroom came, but went out to get 
oil in their vessels and when they came 
back hoping to get in it was too late. 

When Antichrist begins his work of 


destruction and demands that a mark be 
placed on all the people, these will not 
give their hand or receive his mark. They 
will have grace enough to stand for the 
Word of God and testify to the deep 
things of God. Though death stares them 
in the face, they will stand true. They 
will obey the injunction Paul gave to the 
Ephesians, “Put on the whole armor of 
God that ye may be able to stand against 
the wiles of the devil.” We are sure this 
whole armor includes the Holy Ghost. 
They will cry with a loud voice, saying, 
“How long, O Lord, holy and true, dost 
thou not judge and avenge our blood on 
them that dwell on the earth?” This has 
reference to the beast and his armies that 
will slay them and they will know that 
God is going to take vengeance on them 
and will cry for this to be done. 

Doubtless the bodies of these under the 
altar will still be on earth but their souls 
will be up in heaven under the altar. 
They will be able to hear, talk, and see, 
and the answer to them will be, “Rest ye 
for a little season.” That is, until their 
brethren and their fellow servants that 
will still be on earth shall be killed dur- 
ing the tribulation week. This is to be 
accomplished before they are resurrected 
and receive their glorified bodies.

God’s mercy is still being 
extended to those who love and _ serve 
Him. 

Somewhere, at the very last of the 
tribulation week, we are not sure just 
when, white robes will be given these 
souls under the altar and they will go up 
and stand on the sea of glass around the 
throne where the raptured saints will be. 
Rev. 15:2.

“And I beheld when he had opened the 
sixth seal, and, lo, there was a great 
earthquake; and the sun became black as 
sackcloth of hair, and the moon became 
as blood; and the stars of heaven fell unto 
the earth, even as a fig tree casteth her 
untimely figs, when she is shaken of a 
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mighty wind. And the heaven departed 
as a scroll when it is rolled together; and 
every mountain and island were moved 
out of their places. And the kings of the 
earth, and the great men, and the rich 
men, and the chief captains, and the 
mighty men, and every bondman, and 
every free man, hid themselves in the 
dens and in the rocks of the mountains; 
and said to the mountains and rocks, Fall 
on us, and hide us from the face of him 
that sitteth on the throne, and from the 
wrath of the Lamb: for the great day of 
his wrath is come; and who shall be able 
to stand?’

And the wicked that fail to accept God 
and His powers will certainly suffer loss 
when God’s judgments are poured out. 
After the great wars, famines, and death, 
then these judgments will begin to come 
upon the earth. The dark day of 1780 
only affected a few of the New England 
states, when the stars fell from heaven 
and there was distress among the people, 
but this dark day will affect the entire 
world. 

It is also stated that the heavens will 
depart as a scroll and the mountains and 
isles move out of their places. Some 
think this will be just at the time when 
Jesus comes on the clouds of heaven to 
reign a thousand years, but we are sure 
He will delay His coming until the trib- 
ulation week is finished.

There has always beeen a heavy bur- 
den of prayer upon our hearts that the 
Lord would open up a way for mission 
clothes to be entered into Haiti without 
custom duties. We had made many re- 
quests to the government officials here, 
but apparently without success. 

What was our joy to learn that a new 
law has just been passed allowing used 
clothes sent for charitable distribution 
by churches, to be entered into Haiti 
without government taxation. For this 
we praise the Lord as a victory won in 
His name! 

If you could but see the misery of the 
people walking in the streets of even the 
capital city—dirty, filthy, in rags or 
practically naked—your heart would melt 
and you would certainly want to do your 
best for Jesus’ sake in this cause. We have 
many members of our churches here who 
cannot come to the services because of 
lack of clothes to wear. So please help 
us meet some of these needs by SEND- 
ING YOUR OLD CLOTHES. 

We know that many of you were will- 
ing to send some things to us during this 
past year, but were told not to do so be- 
cause of the heavy duty. Now we shall 
make it easy for everyone to help by 
having you send your old clothes to 
NEW YORK where they will all be re- 
arranged for shipment.

The missionary to earth’s peoples who 
for ages have been living under the un- 
disputed dominion of darkness, must, 
with his Lord, descend “into the lower 
parts of the earth” and there, in a dark- 
ness where the gospel light has never 
shone, seek out, untangle, and liberate 
from the bonds of a lifetime of the ene- 
my’s astute forging in age-old, Satan-in- 
spired-and-organized custom, a people of 
the Lord’s own choosing. And this equip- 
ment to do this is the gospel of the Lord 
and Savior Jesus Christ. ‘ 

Laws and rules and regulations, like 
Saul’s armor, may well be a hindrance. 
Elisha’s staff will not do the work. It 
takes heart-felt, living contact and the 
missionary’s life poured out. And his au- 
thority and power reaches just so far, and 
no farther, than where the gospel of love 
and grace encounters responding faith. 

That this responding faith, sometimes 
very weak to be sure, is found in some of 
earth’s most ignorant, weak and morally 
degraded creatures amd that these base 
and despised ones must be carried along 
by the Church until they are themselves 
able to stand and walk erect, is the 
Lord’s doing. And it is right here that 
the darkest pages in the missionary record 
are found. 

Failures among the converts? Of 
course. On our own field we have many 
examples of victorious, stalwart over- 
comers. Something to shout about. But, 
perhaps in each case, in the beginning a 
record of tumbles and failures. 

And failures among the missionaries 
and workers?, Yes, here also we have 
something to write on the dark side of 
the report. To enter into wrestling con- 
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tact with the corrupting powers of dark- 
ness, to rescue the prey from the jaws of 
the wolves, one must be able to over- 
come the wolves or himself be dragged 
down and torn. If one is not, with his 
Lord, crucified to the world, the flesh 
and the devil, and himself an overcomer 
in his own life he had better stay out of 
the battle. Some have fled from the fight 
naked and wounded, and have heard the 
taunting gibe from the darkness, “Jesus, 
I know and Paul I know but who are 
ye?” 

Some’ workers have to be nursed along 
for years before they can be trusted with 
a little authority. They seem to forget 
the hole the Lord dug them out of and 
are quick to use the law to condemn the 
other offenders. Zealous ministers of the 
letter of the Word, they keep the Lord’s 
doctors busy following them up treating 
wounded hearts and sticking on the ears 
and heads they hack off with the sword. 
When temptation comes their way, like 
Peter also, they are first to fall because 
they lack standing grace. 

And failures of the church? It is here 
that the saddest part of the missionary 
record is written. The early Church 
failed her Lord. Shall we? 

In the beginning the multitude of 
them that believed were of one heart and 
of one soul. Came murmurings, and the 
Church was put in order. Then came 
contention. And here we note that the 
first contention recorded in the Church 
came about because of a missionary prob- 
lem. Peter, led of the Lord, had stepped 
across recognized bonds and had baptized 
some wild beasts and creeping things in 
water. These contenders in the Church 
were more interested in law and in their 
ideas of order in the Lord’s Church than 
they were in the salvation of the lost and 
in the Lord’s missionary program for the 
world. Their kind dogged Paul’s heels 
throughout his missionary work. They 
even caused Peter to dissemble, and at 
Paul’s last visit to headquarters had 
grown so strong as to dominate the coun- 
cil. To appease them Paul tried to con- 
form to their rulings and in the act was 
betrayed into the hands of Rome,—old 
Babylon all over again,—and so, the first 
missionary lost his head. A dark warning 
splotch in the missionary record. 

Looking at the dark side of the mission- 
ary report of the early Church through 
missionary eyes it is not difficult to uh- 
derstand why the Lord revealed the 
Church to Paul and not to the twelve 
apostles. 

Law dressed up in a gospel cloak is an 
ugly, hypocritical, hard-hearted old hag 
who kills and casts out her unborn babes 
and who betrays and crushes the hearts 
of these who trust her. 

The Lamb gave His life for the lost. 
The bride of the Lamb will not only be

Then His feet 
were placed one upon the other and with 
dull thuds from the cruel mallet a huge 
wooden spike was driven through His 
feet, those wonderful feet that had 
brought nothing but joy and gladness, 
those feet which had carried the tender 
Christ to the bedside of. innumerable fe- 
vered heads, and those hands which had 
touched many a hoary head and left such 
comfort were now nailed to a tree. Yes, 
nailed to tree!

Levites,” Deut: 17:18. 

When I think of the precious Bible, 
“THE BOOK,” and as we read of the 
great struggle it had to live and the 
rugged road it has had to travel in order 
to give life to the world, there is some- 
thing that bubbles up in my soul that 
makes me say, Praise God for His Word. 
You remember that Isaiah was compelled 
to write his prophecies twice because the 
first copy was destroyed by the king. 
How easy it might have been put out of 
existence or lost when there were only 
two copies and it took months to make 
other copies. In the year 300 it is said 
there were only two copies of the New 
Testament and two hundred years later 
there were only two copies. There was a 
time when the punishment for having a 
Bible was death. Another time when there 
was only one Bible in the entire country, 
it is said that the readers would pay large 
sums of money just to read it a little 
while and leave it chained to its place. 
But thank God,. in the Book we read that 
heaven and earth shall pass away, but 
His Word shall not pass away. The trou- 
ble today is, not getting people to read 
“The Book,” but getting them to believe 
it. 

To know as I read it that it is divine 
is not a question of doubt in my mind 
and ought not to be with the greatest 
so-called infidel of our land. Taking 
from a common-sense standpoint he 
would not know (if it were not for the 
Bible) what he was,’ for in it, “The 
Book,” and no other we have the origin 
of man. Then if he takes that, and you 
ask him what he is, he will say, I am a 
man. Well, where do you get it that you 
are? He is bound to say from the Bible, 
“The Book,” for there is no other record. 
So from the starting point we have him 
trapped. From the time of the oldest 
writing in the Old Testament to the time 
the last book of the New Testament was 
written, is said to be something like 1700 
years, and about thirty-six different 
writers and not one single contradiction. 
Why? Because He states in the Book in 
2 Peter 1:21, “For the prophecy came not 
in old time by the will of man: but holy 
men of God spake as they were moved 
by the Holy Ghost.” So God never left 
this in men’s hands to write just as they 
willed, but He took things in His hands 
and even after the men had written as 
they were moved by the Holy Ghost, 
then they had to search at what time that 
the Spirit did signify. Listen what He 
says, 1 Peter 1:10-12, “Of which salva- 
tion the prophets have enquired and 
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searched diligently, who prophesied of 
the grace that should come unto you: 
Searching what, or what manner of time 
the Spirit of Christ which was in them 
did signify, when it testified beforehand 
the sufferings of Christ, and the glory 
that should follow. Unto whom it was 
revealed, that not unto themselves, but 
unto us they did minister the things, 
which are now reported unto you by 
them that have preached the gospel unto 
you with the Holy Ghost sent down 
from heaven; which things the angels de- 
sire to look into,” and too, our text, “All 
scripture is given by inspiration of God.” 

Man without inspiration could never 
have written its non-obtainable knowl- 
edge. There is nothing to prove it is not 
inspired, but we have the proof written 
in “The Book” that it is inspired. In this 
Book is revealed the only satisfactory 
plan of salvation to all mankind. Thank 
God, the rich, the poor, the high, the 
low, can all obtain the joy, peace and 
happiness that is promised in “The Book” 
if they will only meet the requirements 
that are therein stated. There is no salva- 
tion stated in no other, Acts 4:12. In 
this Book is found help in every circum- 
stance of life. In this Book consolation 
is found for the oppressed and tempted, 
1 Cor. 10:13. The sinner in every walk of 
life can find rest and satisfaction in ev- 
ery way. “Ho, every one that thirsteth, 
come ye to the waters, and he that hath 
no money; come ye, buy, and eat; yea, 
come, buy wine and milk without mon- 
ey and without price,” Isa. 55:1. “Come 
unto me, all ye that labour and are heavy 
laden, and I will give you rest,” Matt. 
11:28. Look at all the prophecies that 
were prophesied centuries ago. Did they 
and will they come to pass? My answer 
is, A large portion have, and all will. He 
says in “The Book” that “one jot or one 
tittle shall in no wise pass from the law, 


till all be fulfilled.” 


Let’s see in Gen. 49:10, “The sceptre 
shall not depart from Judah, nor a law- 
giver from between his feet, until Shi- 
loh come; and unto him shall the gather- 
ing of the people be.” “For unto us a 
child is born, unto us a son is given: and 
the government shall be upon his shoul- 
der: and his name shall be called Won- 
derful, Counsellor, The Mighty God, 
The everlasting Father, The Prince of 
Peace,” Isa. 9:6. Did this come to pass? 
Sure it did, when Jesus was born in an

(60:8) prophesied over two thousand 
years ago about the aeroplane. Nahum 
(2:3, 4) told about the automobiles that 
we have today. How did they know to 
foretell these things if they were not di- 
vinely guided? How could a man that 
had no connection with God in any way 
spiritually, have written “The Book” 
when natural men have proved them- 
selves today to be unable to understand 
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it? Again how could a person without 
any knowledge of God, one who does not 
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them down here in this life, and will die 
without God or hope in this world, and 


believe in God, write a book with so | make their bed in a devil’s hell. A sad 


great a supernatural conception of such 
a thing? How could he think of such a 
thing within himself that would give to 
man the assurance of pardon, freedom 
from his sins, eternal life, salvation 
through a character described therein as 
Jesus Christ? Furthermore, how could 
man invent such a deceptive plan for 
people to believe when he himself did not 
believe it? All these questions I ask and 
want someone to answer me who does not 
believe the “Bible” to be divinely inspired 
and that a higher power than just natu- 
ral man taking it upon himself to write 
it, directed its writers. 


There is not a sound-minded thinking 
person who will read in Dan. 12:4 but 
who will, if he is honest, acknowledge 
that that passage is in its fulfillment 
now, for He says, “Many shall run to 
and fro, and knowledge shall be in- 
creased.” Tell me a time that we have 
had men with such knowledge as they 
have today. My good friend, whether you 
ever believe ‘The Book” is the divine 
written Word of God or not, let me say 
here, everything that is written therein 
that has not already come to pass will 
come to pass in spite of all the infidels, 
agnostics, and skeptics that may arise 
against it, but let me say also with all 
the love and sympathy one could, If you 
go on in unbelief and open rebellion 
against God and His Word, you too will 
land in hell with all those who have gone 
there before you, for know this O man, 
“It is appointed unto men once to die, but 
after this the judgment,” Heb. 9:27. If 
you will open your eyes you can see that 
the rich, the poor, the young, the old, 
from Adam, the first man that was 
made, until now, have been taken by 
that cruel monster called death. You 
know that no medical aid, nor anything 
under heaven has been invented to save 
man when he comes to the end of this 
life. Let me quote this passage to you, 
whether you believe it or not, “Be not 
deceived; God is not mocked: for what- 
soever a man soweth, that shall he also 
reap.

a holy woman but she will have a 
mother’s heart that will cling tenacious- 
ly to the very weakest of her Lord’s con- 
verts. She will also consider her unborn 
children. 

I imagine I can see old Jacob slowly 
limping along towards home, his home, 
his heart trembling with fear for his 
ring-straked, speckled and grisled flocks, 
his wives and his children. His family 
were as ring-straked, as spotted and as 
grisled as were his flocks. Twenty years 
of bondage they had cost him. Twenty 
years of suffering in heat, in cold, in 
watchings by day and in watchings by 
night. To be sure he hadn’t gathered 
them up according to Canaan’s estab- 
lished rules, he knew that, but now he 
was clean escaped from Laban’s house- 
hold and on his way back to his inherit- 
ance. His brother was coming to meet 
him and he was afraid. As he prepared 
for that meeting I imagine he did as we 
missionaries do. Out of his flocks he 
chose the best he had, the fattest and, of 
course, only white ones—if he had any 
—to present to his brother. Yes, Jacob 
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had his faults, as the complete record re- 
veals, but Jacob also had the heart of a 
pastor and his heart was clinging to his 
spotted outfit. And Jacob knew more 
about leading his flocks than did Esau 
with his four hundred dashing soldiers. 
He knew that in his outfit. were the un- 
born as well as the very young and ten- 
der and he knew that if men should over- 
drive them for one day it would mean 
destruction. We suspect that Jacob knew 
also that if Esau were to start to clean 
them up now—-sparing only the white 
ones—it would mean the end of the 
story for them all. And so Jacob was 
afraid. 

But the end of the story; Jacob got 
through to Bethel,—the house of God— 
he and all the people that were with him. 
And they all got cleaned up too, in the 
Lord’s own time, for so says the com- 
plete report. Their strange gods and their 
earrings were discarded and hid under a 
tree, a strong one, somewhere around 
where Jacob dug that well where Jesus 
sat and talked to the spotted Samaritan 
woman, I guess. Anyhow Jacob, with’ his 
Lord, was counted with the transgressors 
and he had a drink offering as well as 
some oil to present to his Lord when he 
got home. 

And they all got new garments and 
Jacob had his name changed from De- 
ceiver to Prince, all in the Lord’s own 
time and order. Most of this happened 
though after they got inside of the Holy 
Land. And it will help us all a lot if 
we can understand that most of the mis- 
sionary’s work is done not only outside 
the gate but also outside of the holy 
land. Let us all help him to bear the re- 
proach. 

As we consider the dark side of the re- 
port of Jacob, of his sons and of the 
twelve tribes of Israel, we are made to
